MICHEL, GEORGES

The widow of Michel, when she supplied Sensier with the facts 
upon which he based his biography of her husband, related to 
to him one curious incident. Early in his career, Michel made 
the acquaintance of the Baron d’lvry, a very wealthy man and 
a passionate amateur of painting. Unfortunately the Baron’s 
skill was not equal to his ambition, and on several occasions 
Michel added a touch to his pictures here and there to improve 
them. The Baron was charmed, and proposed a partnership to 
him, in virtue of which Michel was to touch up his efforts at a 
fixed fee. This curious arrangement lasted for some years, 
during which Michel visited the house in secret and worked 
with his patron in a locked and guarded room. The Baron 
passed the retouched pictures off as his own works, and as he 
purchased everything that Michel finished on his own account 
as well, it is not unlikely that he may have enjoyed quite a 
reputation as an artist among his friends. But he was a gen¬ 
erous paymaster and a sincere admirer of the painter. The 
Baron’s ambition seems to have been to monopolize all of 
Michel’s work; and even when the state wished to purchase 
examples of it they were not available, as they had passed 
directly from the artist’s easel to his patron’s house.

of the royal equine race, he drew and painted them with equal 
readiness and accuracy. It is told of him that he enjoyed the 
painting of horses especially, and that this is true is shown by 
the fact that some of his best and most striking productions 
are of this class. His horses are distinguished by character, 
action, and fidelity of drawing, and he brought to their delinea¬ 
tion the same care of execution and elaborateness of detail as 
mark his other works, and which have obtained for him an 
unique distintion and popularity among the painters of his 
time.

Having quarelled with his master, he left him, and set 
up for a painter in Paris, subsisting, by incredible struggles, 
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in the most grinding poverty. He had married, and so had a 
double burden to bear. He made color his chief study, and at 
first essayed genre pictures, but with small success. At the 
Salon, where he made his debut , in 1831, lie went unnoticed, and 
he earned bare bread by his sales, through the dealers, of pic 
tures at five and ten francs apiece. When, however, he turned 
his attention to landscape genre, he commenced to command 
attention; and with devotion to landscape proper his reward 
came. In 1844 he won a third-class medal; in 1846 he received 
one of the second, and in 1848 one of the first class. The 
Legion of Honor fell to him in 1851, and at the Exposition 
Universelle, 1878, a Diploma to the Memory of Deceased 
Artists was decreed to him. He was a man of enormous 
energy, and, in a species of money madness, which came to him 
with success, worked with tireless industry for a patronage 
which consumed all that he could produce. He was one of the 
founders and leaders of the Barbizon Colony. He died, at 
Mentone, in 1876, of natural causes, and not from the bite of a 
viper, as has been romantically reported.

It is a fact known to comparatively 
few, that this satirist of the brush is also a keen and witty 
wielder of the pen. Vibert is passionately fond of the theatre, 
at which he is an almost nightly attendant, and has contributed 
nobly to its literature. His vaudeville “ Le Tribune Mecan- 
ique,” his comedy “ Verglas,” and his comic scenes, have won 
him, in their degree, almost as much commendation as his 
pictures.

Born at Nantes, in 1812, and put to work as a boy in his father’s little 
porcelain factory on the banks of the Oise, he utilized every 
spare moment for the study of nature out of doors. He painted 
on porcelain and decorated clock-cases with landscapes, and 
was a draughtsman of sound experience before he went to Paris, 
and, with the old masters in the Louvre for teachers, commenced 
to paint. When he made his first appearance in the Salon of 
1831 it was with five landscapes of decided merit. Almost from 
his debut he became a public favorite, the freshness and natural¬ 
ness of his pictures puting them in favorable contrast with the 
stiffer creatious of the classical composers of landscape, lie 
painted rustic genre pieces, also, with a charming touch. 
Patronage soon came and prosperity followed. His pictures 
commanded high prices and he became rich. In all times he 
was, like Corot, a substantial friend to his fellow artists, and it 
was largely owing to his determination that Rousseau was first 
forced on a blind and reluctant public. Dupr6 repaired his 
neglected education by self-instruction, and in his later years 
was a most accomplished man as well as a great artist. He 
received a Second Class medal in 1833, the Legion of Honor in 
1849, was medalled at the Exposition of 1867, and made a 
Chevalier of the Legion in 1870. He exhibited only occasionally 
in his later years, living quietly at L’lsle Adam, but his pro¬ 
ductiveness continued until his death, which occurred almost 
without warning, on Oct. 6, 1889. The sale of his studio 
effects, in January, 1890, in Paris, produced a large sum.

Corot, the son of thrifty bourgeois parents, was, upon leaving 
s 'hool, sent by his father to serve his apprenticeship with a 
cloth merchant. He proved a recalcitrant pupil of the trade, 
given to sketching landscapes on the bill-heads, and adorniDg 
the business correspondence of the house witli original 
designs. His master gave him up in despair. “ He is no good 
in the shop,” said he, “ perhaps he may be worth his salt out 
of doors-” So young Corot was sent out with samples of 
cloth and trimmings to drum up trade among the small retail¬ 
ers and little tailors of Paris. He was given all the out of 
fashion and unsalable odds and ends in the shop, and his fail¬ 
ure to find a market for them led to his dismissal, The elder 
Corot raved and stormed, but his son had fixed his resolution 
to become > painter, and could not be moved by threats or 
persuasions to another Essay at the pleasures of commercial 
life. After a long contest, his father, who was well-to-do and 
quite able to afford him the indulgence, consented to gratify 
his ambition, and Corot was entered at the studio of Victor 
Bertin as a pupil. “ And so,” he was wont to say, “ from 
handling cloths that would not sell, I took to manufacturing 
cloths for which I soon found that there was even less of a 
market. But there was, at any rate, the pleasure of creation 
and production here, whether it sold or not.”

218 COURBET, GUSTAVE.

It is said to have been the accident of a trip into Holland that made 
a cattle painter of Troyon. Previous to that time he had con¬ 
fined himself almost entirely to landscape, and while his pro¬ 
ductions had been received with the respect their vigor and 
originality commanded, they had brought him no profitable 
Lime. The fact was, that he was too great a colorist to be 
able to give full expression to himself in landscape alone. The 
pictures of Paul Potter, it is believed, first opened his eyes, and 
gave him a hint as to his true path. After his return to Paris, 
the public were surprised by the complete transformation in 
his subjects and the remarkable advance in their results. His 
animals, largely painted, with admirable color, fairly lived in 
landscape, brushed in with a master hand. From this moment, 
Troyon’s success was assured, for the furor for his pictures, 
which then broke out, only increased with time, and is even 
more ardent to-day than when he died.

Rousseau was the son of a tailor, and 
entered upon the study of art with the sanction of his parents. 
He, it is told, secured their consent by secretly procuring 
colors and brushes, and painting a view of the village church 
and graveyard of Montmartre, in which district he had begun 
sketching with the pencil as a school-boy. Rosseau speedily 
revolted at the stiff and artificial style of landscape then alone 
in vogue, and turning his back on classicism went forth to 
nature"as a school. He explored the remoter and more lonely 
and savage sections of France, living for months in the moun¬ 
tains and the forests, and making everywhere those close and 
highly finished studies upon which his future style was founded. 
In the same manner he explored the vicinity of Paris for mate¬ 
rial. Sensier describes him as spending his days outside the 
barriers sketching, and hurrying home after dark to paint by 
candle-light in his studio. He began to attract attention in the 
Salon in 1830, and one of his first pictures was purchased by 
the Due d’Orleans for a good price. The Government also 
made a bid for this picture for the National collection. The 
beginning was certainly auspicious for him. But political 
changes affected the personnel of the Salon jury, and filled it 
with his enemies. 

The fierce battle for recognition, his repeated and deliberately unjust 
rejections at the Salon, and his long contest with poverty pre¬ 
disposed Rousseau to a frame of mind that would have rendered 
the works of a less courageous man melancholy and despairing 
in character. In him they aroused the poetical and reflective 
element latent in his blood. He was never happier than in the 
face of stormy sunsets, or of moonlit nights full of mystery and 
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the vague charm of illimitable possibilities. He once wrote to 
a friend: “ I saw a sunset to-night like the death of a madman, 
so full of terribly wild and dreamy forms, impossible of concep¬ 
tion or description. I dare not paint it. I scarcely dare re¬ 
member it.” Within a decade after he penned these lines, he 
had solved the mystery of the mad sunset he dared not paint. 
He died insane.

No stronger or sturdier figure has existed in French art than 
Constant Troyon. Born in 1810, the son of a porcelain painter, 
who wished him to continue the family trade. Troyon early 
broke away from irksome artificial labor in the Sevres factory, 
and went to nature for inspiration and the lessons of truth in 
art. While by no means a slavish realist, he was ever an inter¬ 
preter of nature whose eye did not lose sight of his originals. 
His motives were always picturesque, his effects generally 
magnificent in vastness and power, his color fine, soberly rich 
and strong in harmonies which no false note ever jarred, and 
his style never lacked the distinction of a master secure in his 
knowledge and resources. Philip Gilbert Hammerton says 
truly of him that “ he had a more poetical mind than any other 
artist of the same class, and the poetry of the fields has never 
been more feelingly interpreted than by him,” and the “ Dic- 
tiounaire Larousse ” justly accords him an eternal place among 
the masters of the genre.

His father and 
mother were both prosperous, thrifty, and practical shopkeep¬ 
ers. He was first put as salesman in a cloth merchant’s shop, 
and failed to earn his wages. For five years he pleaded with 
his parents for permission to become an artist, and was, when 
they became convinced of his hopeless failure in business, 
finally given an allowance of two thousand francs a year, and 
bed and board in his mother’s dressmaker’s shop on the Quai 
Voltaire, upon which capital he commenced to study art under 
Michallon. Upon Michallon’s death he went under the tutor¬ 
ship of Victor Bertin till 1826, when he made a trip to Italy, 
where he worked much from nature in company with Aligny. 
He made his entry at the Salon in 1857 with a “ View at Narni ’* 
and “The Carnpagna.” In 1833 he received a Second Class 
Medal, in 1848 and 1855 Medals of the First Class, and at the 
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Exposition UniverseJle of 1867 a Second Class Medal. He was 
Invested with the Legion of Honor in 1846 for his “Forest of 
Fontainebleau,” became a Chevalier in 1867, and at the Exposi¬ 
tion Universelle of 1878 was granted a diploma to the Memory 
of Deceased Artists. His pictures did not commence to find 
even a modest market till he was forty years of age, but at his 
death his annual income from his art reached two hundred 
thousand francs. He was a man of great benevolence, and dis¬ 
pensed a fortune for the relief of needy brother artists, living, 
himself, in the greatest simplicity and at very moderate and 
carefully restricted expense. He exhibited in in every Salon 
from 1827 till his death, excepting in that of 1850, and at his 
decease left two pictures, “ Biblis”• and “The Pleasures of 
Eveuing,” for the Salon of that year. Corot died on Feb. 23, 
1875.

Georges Michel, born in Paris, on Jan. 12, 1763, was one of the 
most extraordinary characters in the history of art in France. 
He was a sturdy little man, witty and vain, and naturally gifted 
as an artist. He painted for pure love of painting, disdained 
all schools and traditions in art, and produced an incredible 
number of pictures, to which he never signed his name unless 
requested by a purchaser to do so; because, as he put it, “No 
man will ever paint like me; consequently my pictures require 
no signature.” Michel was the real founder of the school of 
naturalism of which Millet, Rousseau, Diaz, Corot, and their 
contemporaries are the accepted apostles. He died on June 7, 
1843.
